[There are Three Infmite diſtin 
Minds and Subſtances in the Trinity. ] Item | That 
the Three Perſons in the Trinity are Three Diſtin@t 
= Minds or Spirits, and Three Individual Sub- 
ances. | Which gave juſt cauſe of Offence and Scandal 
to many Perſons: 


The Vice-Chancellor and Heads of Colleges and Halls, 
at their generall Meeting this Day aflembled, do judge 
and declare the ſaid Words to be Falſe, Impious, and He- 
reticall ; Contrary to the Doarine of the Catholick 
Church, and particularly to the receiyed Dodrine of the 
Church of England : 


And do therefore ſtrialy forbid all manner of Per- 
ſons, under their Care and Charge, to Preach or publiſh 
any ſuch DoEtrine for the future.
